Leased Wire System 
of the Associated Press 
Is 53,000 Miles; Twice 
Mileage of Other As- 
sociations Combined 


The increase in membership of the Asso- 
ciated Press in 1917 represents more than the com- 
bined increase in the preceding nine years. At pres- 
ent there are 636 evening newspapers, 391 morning 


- newspapers and 61 Sunday morning newspapers, or 
a total of 1,088, receiving the service of the Asso- 
ciated Press. These newspapers, the smallest of 
which receives a 500-word daily telegraph service, 
to the largest, which receives upwards of 50,000 
words daily, show a net increase in membership in 
the Associated Press in the year 1917 of 140, of which 
96 are evening, 34 morning, and 9 Sunday news-t 
papers. 
- 
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In 1917 there was a great expansion in 
the Morse leased wire service of the Associated 
Press, more than, 2,000 additional miles of wire be- 
ing added, making the leased wire system of the or- 
ganization over 53,000 miles in length, and more 
than twice the mileage of all' other press associa- 
tions combined. . , , , - " 
" ' ' " 


Receiving the report on these leased 
wires, which would stretch more than twice around 
the world, are 308 evening newspapers, 269 morning 
newspapers and 48 Sunday morning newspapers. 


While there was a rapid extension of the.. 
leased-wire service, the increase in the number of 
papers receiving the Associated Press pony services, 
or services smaller than the Morse leased wire, was 
still greater, showing a growth of 87 over that of the 
preceding year.

With the extension of the Morse service 
it was necessary to employ additional Morse opera- 
tors. The number of Morse operators empolyed by 
the Associated Press at present, to copy the report 
which costs 'more than $3,500,000 to collect and dis- 
tribute, is 660, representing an increase 'of 59 over; 
the number employed for the preceding year, ^ 


This body of operatprs, who have to be 
the most expert of their kind in the telegraph busi- 
ness, and who copy the report in every State in the 
Union with a single exception, is greater than tho 
combined operating force of all the other press as-. 
sociations of the world.

Nearly one hundred. Associated Press 
operators have gone into military and naval service 
during the past year, and 200 others are voluntarily 
teaching National Army recruits. ^ _ • 


News department men have also joined 
the colors to such an extent that there are almost. 
200 stars in the Associated Press service flag. The 
organization has claimed no exemptions and has en- 
couraged rather than discouraged Governmental 
service on the part of its staff.

He" was born in 1842, the second son 


of tho late Baron Lionel de Rothschilc 
of London. 
He was a partner in the 


family's London banking-house, and 
was at one time a director in the Bank 
of England: 
He was educated at 


Trinity College, Cambridge. '' 


Few persons seem to get moro en- 


joyment out of life than did Alfred 
Charles de Rothschild. Possessed of 
.in enormous fortune, his entertain- 
ments wore among the star features of 
the social season in London. He1 had 
a magnificent town house in Scamore 
Place, and there was no more popular 
host in Mayfair. 
When not detained 


in London, he traveled every evening 
in his own private railway car'to HaJ. 
ton Manor, his beautiful country scat 
near Tring. 
He was accompanied by 


his private band, which was composed 
of first class musicians, and by one of 
his secretaries and two valets. 
Thc 


band performed every night after din- 
ner, "Mr. Alfred," as.he was universal- 
ly called, invariably conducting. Pieces 
of his own composition often

played. 


Dilettante In Dress, Music, Art 


"Mr. Alfred" was a dapper little man, 


of medium height and slim build, and 
because ho was constitutionally deli- 
cate he ulwaya had a medical attend- 
ant at close call, and his amusements 


re of a sedentary nature. 
He was 


the most exquisitely attired member 
of the Rothschild clan, and his most 
remarkable -physical characteristic was 
lie conspicuously.. small feet, which 
vere always beautifully shod. He was 
a dilettante in 
many things—dress, 


music, drama and art. 
In fact, he was 


a connoisseur in art, and was a trus- 
tee of the National Gallon.-. 
But he 


cept his finger on thc pulse of business 
and spent the 
whole-- time from 10 


'clock in tho morning until lace in the 
afternoon at the banking house, and 
huj earned his right to an income of 
m6re-than ?5 a minute. 


He was a little autocratic in his 


ways, and often, .evinced his disap- 
proval of anything that offended his 
artistic eye, having several times cre- 
ated a sensation by suddenly demand- 
ing the removal of a gaudy bunch of 
flowers from the- buttonhole of some 
astounded railway porter or minor of- 
ficial whom he encountered in his jour- 
neys to «nd from town.
